These who stuck to the Greentree Stable 
representative were elated -when Moonraker 
rushed away into a good lead immediately 
after the rise of the barrier. The son of 
P.rocmstick. once clear of the others, ran 
straight and true, never seriously menaced, 
and always was complete master of the situ- 
ation. He won by a safe margin and his 
rider was easing him up at the end. 

It was a different story for the supporters 
of John Finn. They had little occasion to 
enthuse over the way their favorite raced, as 
he had to be hard ridden all the w’ay to 
keep within striking distance of the leaders. 
In the last eighth he passed Tuscola and 
secured third place, but did not even threaten 
Raffles, much less the winner. Raffles’ race 
was a good one, following in closest pursuit 
of Moonraker all the way and holding on well 
at the finish. 

There was some activity about Meddling 
Mattie in the first race of the afternoon, 
with the result that her price quickly dropped 
from 30 to 13 after she had receded from 
an opening quotation of 20. She did win, 
beating the favoiite, McIntosh, by a length 
and a half. Double Shot loomed up danger- 
ously after taking a brief lean, but gave 
way when entering the stretch, leaving Mc- 
Intosh to unsuccessfully fight it out w'ith the 
winner.

Piedmont was at home in the going and en- 
countered little difliculty in taking the meas- 
ure of Poor Sport, the favorite, in the second 
race. After Simplicity tired from setting the 
early pace. I'iedmont moved to the front and 
held the favorite safe at the end. 

The extreme outsider in the third race. 
Quinhain, furnished a big surprise, when he 
got home first, scoring at 30 to 1. The son 
of Peter Quince ran a good race, being close 
up ail the way and, after taking the lead, had 
enough in reserve to maintain it to the end. 

The defeat of Calcutta in the mile and a 
sixteenth of the fifth race, was a sad blow 
to the talent. He was a^ sufferer from inter- 
ference on the first turn, but for which he 
might have won as he was always a forward 
contender, gamely but unavailingly chasing 
Soggarth Aroon, which won by two lengths.

MORRISSEY IS RE-ENGAGED 



TORONTO, Ont., March 13. — Harry Mor- 
rissey has again been engaged to do the 
starting on all the Canadian Racing Associa- 
tions’ tracks this year. 



There has been an immense amount of 
criticism in F'rance directed against the 
trainer and owmor of Epinard for engaging 
him so heavily both in England and France 
during the early months of the year. Crit.es 
have said that the colt’s reputation is likely 
to be ruined as a result of so much traveling, 
but Viator, the veceran turf commentator 
of Le Jockey, does not agree with them. He j 
has many pointed examples to back up his 
view s, which are given in translation below : 

There can never be any immutable rules 
governing the careers of all race horses. 
Everything depends upon the individual per- 
former’s abilities and temperament. 

Many are aghast at the multiplicity of 
Epinard’s engagements for 1024 and espe- 
cially at the immense amount of traveling 
w'hich will be involved if he fills all of them. 

But some horses Icse a considerable amount 
of their form in shipment from Chantilly to 
Longchamps, while others continue in the 
pink of condition in .spite of the most ardu- 
ous journeys by sea or land. 

A FEW NOTABLES EXAMPLES. 

Here are a few notable examples: 

Verneuil went from France, w'on the 
Queen’s Vase at Ascot (two miles) on a 
Tuesday ; the Gold Cup (two miles and a 
half) on Thursday, and the Alexandra Plate 
(three miles) on Friday. 

Sceptre, a mare, ran in the Lincolnshire, 
in W’hich she w'as beaten by a head; w’on the 
Two Thousand Guineas and on the second 
day following w'on the One Thousand Guineas. 
Then in the space of fifteen days she ran 
in the Oaks, which she won; the Grand Prix 
de Paris, the St. James Palace Stakes and 
the Coronation Stakes at Ascot. The Grand 
Prix de Paris and the two races at Ascot. 

Blair Athol had previously also started in 
both of W’hich resulted in victory for her, 
were run in the same Aveek. 
the Grand Prix de I'aris and his defeat had 
been attributed to the voyage— a favorite 
exx?use of trainers — but nevertheless he won 
the famous Ely Stakes at Ascot three days 
later. 

Still earlier w’e find The Earl, winner of 
the Grand Prix at Longchamps on Sunday, 
winning the Ascot Derby on Wednesday, 
another race the same day and a third on 
the following day. Transportation in tho.se 
days was not what it is now either, although 
it has retrograded badly since the war. 

CUE MORN E WINS AT ASCOT. 

Cremorne was another Grand Prix winner 
that W’on on the follow’ing Wednesday at 
Ascot. The following year Doncaster failed 
at Paris, finishing behind Boiard and Flageo- 
let, but won the Ascot Cup three days later, 
taking his rev<?nge on Flageolet, which had 
made the trip from France Avith him. 

Foxhall attempted the same feat after 
Avinning at Paris, but the best he could do 
was to finish second in the Ascot Cup be- 
hind Robert the Devil. 

P’inallv' there is the • case of Insulaire, 
Avhich is the most convincing of all. He Avon 
tliC ITi.x du Jockey C*lub at Chantilly on 
Sunday, finished second in the English Derby 
on Wednesday ; was beaten by a head in the 
Grand Pri.x de Paris the follow’ing Sunday 
r4iid ran tAvo tim€*s at Ascot the second day 
after and the day follow’ing. In this second 
I ace at A.scot he beat the famous Jeanette. 
Avhich had won the Oaks and was later 
to A\ in the St. Leger. 

After all this it seems a little amusing to 
treat a thoroughbred like a piece of line 
(hina. Some horses, it is true, arc fragile, 
l:ut the truth is no doubt that one can lisk 
a great deal of a race horse Avhen he is 
right and nothing at all Avhen he is not. 
This Avas the system of Jennings and it is 
the system of Henri Count.

Hirsch w’ill bring along with Mrs. Van- 
derbilt’s Sarazen, his own Derby hope. Bow - 
man, a son of Spanish Prince II. — Veuve 
Clicquot. Bowman' failed to run up to ex- 
pectations last year, but lie is said to have 
filled out into a wonderful colt during the 
winter and possesses great speed. 

Mose Goldblatt has w’ired superintendent 
Young that his stable of seventeen hor.st-s 
W’ill reach Churchill Downs from New Or- 
leans on March 21. 

‘•Bill’’ Knapp, the Aeteran jockey ainl 
trainer, also has requested stable room at 
the Dow’n.s. Knapp is training that great 
gelding Time Exposure, by High Time, the 
sire of Sarazen, for the Derby. Time Ex- 
pos’jre is a much larger horse than Sarazen 
and it is said he will have strong backing 
for the big Kentucky race. 

Superintendent Young is receiving requests 
daily for stable room at both the Downs and 
Douglas Park, and he says it the demarnl 
for stalls continues as it has during tne 
last few days every stable will be filled 
April 15.

There Avere about sixty head of half-breed.s 
ranging in age from foals tij four-year-olds 
in the buildings which were destroyed. These 
horses, all of Avhich w’ere rescued, are the 
jiroduce of cold-blooded mans mated with 
Breeding Bureau stallions. The older hor.'ses 
in this lot are to bo trained for use of the

In one of the P P. Gilpin's recent articles 
in the London Weekly Dispatch the veteran 
English trainer gives vent to a rather sur- 
prising opinion as follows: 

“But we too often overlook the fact that 
we live in a record-breaking age. Time and 
again we are seeing the hitherto fastest times 
for our great races being superseded by horses 
that travel just a little faster than any animal 
has covered the distance previously. I, for 
one, believe it is a period of progress on the 
turf as in everything else.” 

Coming from a turfman of Mr. Gilpin’s age 
and standing, this expression of opinion seems 
decidedly unorthodox. It is not at all accord 
ing to Hoyl?, for a man who has lived through 
th« so called golden ages of the turf to admit 
that modern thoroughbreds are better than 
those in the cld days. 

But Mr. Gilpin undoubtedly weighed his 
words carefully before he wrote. He no doubt 
realized that his opinions would clash with 
those of many horsemen who entered racing 
at about the same time as he. In spite of this 
he expresses the amazing heresy that the 
horses of today are an improvement over those 
of 3 restcr>Tar.

In this country' Dally Racing Form’s valued 
contributor, Salvator, has been the most en 
thusiastic advocate for the “good old days’ 
on the turf. He has written enthusiastically 
of the heroes of the past and has asserted 
consistently his opinion that the tlioroughbreds 
of today are not to be compared with the 
turf Titans of other days. Salvator has 
backed his opinions with facts. A master of 
argumentation, he has built a convincing 
structure of records and statistics to bear out 
bis findings. And yet there is still room for 
argument. 

Since Man o' War went into retirement there 
has been no horse on the American turf worthy 
of being called great. That is granted. But 
there have been a number of good horses — 
capable of high speed and with a considerabb 
amount of stamina. One or two of these 
horses — notably Exterminator— attained real 
greatness for a year or tw’o, although lacking 
the spectacular speed that made Man o’ War 
such an outstanding star. 

In the old days it often happened that two 
horses of unusual attainments were racing at 
the same time. This resulted in contests for 
supremacy which extended often over several 
years. Interest in . the outcome of these 
struggles grew’ as time went on until the tra- 
ditional rivalry of certain hor.ses became a 
matter of nation wide interest. 

Then, too, in thoFC days there was a min 
ftrelsy of the turf which celebrated the strug 
gles of these favorites in chanted doggerel — 
a far more effective way of perpetuating
